This school year closes the twelfth 
year of U T. J <\, during which 
time approximately $14k.000 has 
been expended l'or equipment and 
supplies for Mr. Turners depart¬ 
ment. This department includes 
Bacteriology, Zoology, Botany, En¬ 
tomology, Human Physiology. Mr 
Turner's first assistant was Mr. 
Voorhees, who spent one quarter 
at the college in the fall of 1929. 
Dr Wm. E. Cole was sent from 
Big U. T to aid in the spring of 
the same year. The next year Miss 
( aldwell was added to the faculty. 
Mr Horton, who will be acting 
head of the department during Mr . 
Turner's leave of absence, was 
added to the depar tment in the fall 
of 1937. The department Mr. Tur¬ 
ner heads carries the rating and is 
conducted very much the same as 
that at Knoxville. 

At the time Mr. Turner first 
came to the Junior College he had 
absolutely no equipment. The 
tables now' used in Mr. Cravens' 
laboratory were at that time dirty 
dining room tables salvaged from 
the old dining room hall, sanded 
and painted and adapted to the use 
they've had since Mr. Turner first 
equipped his department. Today 
the equipment of the Biology De¬ 
partment is modem and up-to- 
late. More and more the students 
are finding this course interesting 
and the growth of the number in 
the classes show the growth in 
popularity it is witnessing. Mr. 
Turner organized the All Students 
Club in 1927 and has been its spon¬ 
sor ever since. He has proved to 
be capable and popular with the 
students in this capacity as in 
that of professor of biology. When 
a student at Knoxville he w r as one 
<>f the directors of the A.S.C there. 
Mr Turner states that in the All , 
! Students (Jub electrons he has al- 
[ way found the student judgment j 
to be wise.

Knoxville Stressing the need 
for expertly trained engineers in 
the South, the University of Ten- 
| nessee College of Engineering is 
urging the most promising gradu- 
, ates in the state to take advanced 
, work in engineering. Five hundred 
graduates have been sent special 
invitations to enroll for advanced 
studies, according to Dean Charles 
E. Ferris. 

“During the last four decades 
there has been a marked growth 
in industry in the South, said the 
announcement. “The new South if* 
already feeling the need of tech¬ 
nology. and during the immediate 
future the need will be multiplied 
by many fold. There is now. and 
there will be. an increasing de¬ 
mand for trained engineers in all 
phases of industry, manufacturing, 
construction management and gov¬ 
ernment."

This Is the sentiment of many 
boys and girls, even adults; but 
they are not getting everything 
from life that they should if read¬ 
ing is not among their pleasures. 
The thing to do is to start right 
in to cultivate a taste for it. Read 
what you please, but don't be a 
j slave to any critic. After all critics 
are only humane and have human 
dislikes even as you and L- If you 
think Edgar A. Guest a greater 
poet than John Keats, say so by 
all means until you learn better. 
But you will not learn better by 
taking someone rise's word for it- 
Rely on your own judgment, your 
tastes, and your feelings. A good j 
start is with the magazines Of j 
which the library has quite a num¬ 
ber. In fact, the library receives 
approximately 160 magazines and 
bulletins each month. There's that 
very popular and interesting LIFE 
Magazine with which to start. 
Though primarily a picture maga¬ 
zine it Is "chuck full” of material 
which may tend to serve as a base 
on which some specific reading In¬ 
terest might be developed. Then 
try some of the short stories in 
Good Housekeeping (and if you're 
not careful you'll be sure to read 
one or more articles in that maga¬ 
zine which are al«o splendid). 
Then try the READER'S DIGEST, 
which offers a splendid preview of 
articles from the current maga¬ 
zines in condensed form. Then, 
too, it has a book supplement each 
month. The curent issue has a se¬ 
lection from Anne Lindbergh's 
LISTEN TO THE WIND (an ex¬ 
tremely popular non-fiction book 
which you may find in the library) 
For the scientifically minded per¬ 
son, POPULAR MECHANICS and 
SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN are two 
magazines without equal any¬ 
where . . . Then glance casually 
through the so called "high brow" 
magazines into which category 
such magazines as SCRIBNERS, 
HARPERS. ATLANTIC MONTH¬ 
LY and the FORUM are placed. 
Really they are not "high brow" 
at all and you will find much en¬ 
joyment in reading their articles
